EA R T H Q U A K E S. 


T h ey A re F e lt 
G en era lly T h rou gh ou t 
N ew Y ork. 
T r ib e s H i l l (N. Y.), May 25th—An 
earthquake shock was felt in this vicinity 
this morning. 
The buildings trembled 
and dishes in cupboards rattled. The in­ 
habitants were considerably alarmed. The 
duration of the vibration was one second. 
AT UTICA. 
U tic a (N. Y.), May 25th.—Early this 
morning the Mohawk valley waa disturbed 
by a slight shock of earthquake, accom­ 
panied by lightning and a heavy rain. 
The shock here was very light, bat other 
points report it more perceptible, snd tbe 
people in several 
villages were badly 
scared. 
No damage however, is reported 
from any quarter. 


AT GLOVERSVILLE. 


G l o v e r s v il l e (N. Y.), May 25th.—At 7 
o’clock this morning this town was visited 
with a severe earthquake. 
Houses were 
shaken, people thrown oat of their chairs 
and beds, and the window glass broken in 
many dwellings. The shock was preceded 
by a loud rumbling noise. The fire bells 
rang, and everybody ran into the streets. 
One house caught fire and burned down. 
The excitement was intense. 


STBUCK B Y L IG H T N IN G . 


A il E x p lo sio n o f D y n a m ite W ith F a ta l 
E ffects. 
M a n s fie ld (Ohio), May 25th.—A severe 
lightning and rain-storm passed over Rich­ 
land county early this morning, doing con­ 
siderable damage at Lucas. John Charles’ 
block was struck by lightning and fired. 
The fiames were communicated to the ad­ 
joining buildings, and the citizeas turned 
out to extinguish the fire. 
While endeavoring to save the contents 
of a general store fifty pounds of oynamite 
exploded. John 
Smith 
and 
Jeremiah 
Jones were instantly killed and a score of 
other people more or less severely injured. 
It is not thought, however, that any oí the 
injured will die. 
The explosion was heard five miles dis­ 
tant, and nearly all the windows in the 
village of Lucas were broken. The loss 
amounts to $8.000.

A B o a t C ap sizes an d E ig h t P erso n s a re 
D row n ed . 
F a l l R iv e r (Mass.), May 25th.—A terri­ 
ble accident occurred at Watuppa Lake 
this afternoon. Seven men and women 
and a number of children went rowing in 
a fiat-bottomed boat, the seating capacitv 
of which was only eight. There was a 
strong wind blowing, and the water was 
rough. In a short time the party was ob­ 
served trying to work their way toward 
shore, just north of the pumping-station. 
When the boat was within twenty feet of 
the shore one of the children began rock­ 
ing it, and without a moment’s warning 
the craft capsized. 
Two men at the pumping-station were 
the only ones in sight, and they could do 
nothing. Mr. Turner, one of the unfortunate 
party, was the only one who could swim. 
He succeeded in bringing one man ashore, 
and four others of the party managed to 
reach land in an exhausted condition. 
The people on shore cried to the others to 
cling to the boat, but their failing strength 
was unequal to the task, and they sank be­ 
fore aid could be procured. 
The following were drowned: Samuel

In d ia n a p o lis, May 25th.—One of the 
most notable meetings of railway employes 
ever held in this city convened this after­ 
noon. For some time past the question of 
federatingithe various orders of the railway 
service has been agitated, and to-day’s 
meeting was looked to for the accomplish­ 
ment of that object. Fully fifty delegates 
were present from Illinois, Ohio, Kentucky 
and Michigan, representing the following 
orders: Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi­ 
neers, Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire­ 
men, Brotherhood of Conductors. Switch­ 
men’s Mutual Aid Association, and Broth­ 
erhood of Railroad Tiainmen. 
The m e e tin g was called to order by Wm. 
Hugo, of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. Colonel J. B. Maynard, of this 
citv, addressed the meeting. He said much 
has already been done by the Order actiD g 
separately, but what did one organization 
a m o u n t to in conflict with the corporations. 
It has been demonstrated that one organ­ 
ization could easily be defeated in a contest 
w ith capital, b u t capital co u ld never tri­ 
u m p h in a co n test with such a federation 
as is now proposed. 
Past Grand Master Robinson, founder of 
the Brotherhood of Eugineers, said the 
beneficial results of organized end disci­ 
plined action were no longer matters of 
speculation.

truths. “In the great railroad lines of this 
country,” said Robinson, “is seeu the most 
colossal aggregation of wealth the world has 
ever seen.

IT M AY M EAN W A R . 


A C onflict Im p en d in g B e tw ee n tb e F ren ch 
an d E n g lish . 
S t. J o h n s (N. B.), May 25th.—The great­ 
est excitement prevails here, the last two 
French outrages on the St. Johns popula­ 
tion having driven the people almost to the 
verge of desperation. All along the coast 
known as the French shore, which extends 
from Cape St. John to Cape Ray, the fishiog 
and farming population is arming, while 
agents have arrived here to purchase gnns 
and ammunition to supply the crews of 
Newfoundland fishing vessels. The present 
outlook is serious. 
Unless the British 
Government takes immediate action to re­ 
scind the recent arbitration arrangement, 
which gives France territorial rights for 
forty miles and inland on the coast named, 
it is not improbable that the whole coun­ 
try will be in open revolt in the near 
future. 
The excitement grows out of the French 
outrages on Friday at Port au Basque, 300 
miles from St. Johns, the most westerly 
settlement of importance on the island, and 
tbe barbarous treatment of the crew of a 
schooner which was aground, at the hands 
of Frenchmen, who beat the mate so badly 
that he may die. 
Open hostilities are momentarily an­ 
ticipated between armed fishing vessels of 
Newfoundland and France, as there are 
French men-of-war on the coast who will 
not respect the British flag. The result of 
such action would be disastrous to the St. 
Johns fishermen. 
H a l i f a x (N. 8 ), May 25th.—It is re­ 
ported that two of the English war ships 
now here have been instructed to sail with 
sealed orders for the scene of trouble. It 
is also reported that the war ship Pelican, 
now cruising in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
has received similar instructions. 
M o n tr e a l. May 25th.—The Newfound­ 
land delegates at present here for the pur­ 
pose of obtaining Canadian support in their 
demands on the British Government for 
the prevention of French aggressions on 
the fishermen, are greatly excited over the 
fresh outrages. D. G. Green, a member of 
the Newfoundland Government, who heads 
the delegation, says that the English Gov­ 
ernment has been making more and more 
concessions to France, until now the latter 
country has full control of the coast, in­ 
stead of being allowed current rights with 
British subjects, as ordained in former 
treaties. 
ANOTHER VERSION. 
S t. Joh n s (N. F.), May 25th.—Reports 
have been received from 8t. George’s Bay, 
on the east coast of the island, forming 
part of what is known as the French Shore, 
now in dispute between England and 
France, that fresh outrages have been com­ 
mitted on 
English fishermen 
by the 
French, and that the coast from Cape Ray 
north to Cape St. George is in a state of war 
almost. 
A French man-of-war, crnisine in the 
Bay of St. George watching the coast over 
which France, by treaty, claims the exclu­ 
sive fishing privileges, ran down several 
English fishermen who were setting nets, 
and ordered them to take np their nets. 
The Englishmen refused, whereupon the 
Frenchmen sent the boat's crews and re­ 
moved the nets by force, confiscating 
them. 
The fishermen went ashore, called a 
meeting of friends, and passed resolutions 
protesting against the Frenchmen’s action, 
which were telegraphed hither, and thence 
cabled to England. They also resolved to 
rebegin fishing operations, and, it interfered 
with, to arm themselves and fight the 
French. 
* 
The news, on being received last night, 
caused the wildest excitement. Public in­ 
dignation meetings were held, and stirring 
resolutions passed demanding that Eng­ 
land protect Newfoundland in her rights, 
and also to require France to give compen­ 
sation for the outrage at once. 
Late last night orders were received by 
Captain Sir Baldwin Walker, commanding 
the man-of-war Emerald, of twelve gnns, to 
proceed at once to St. George's Bay and look 
after the interests of the English fishermen 
there. It will take her two days to reach 
the scene of the outrage. Before leaving an 
endeavor was made to learn from Sir Bald 
win the details of his instructions, but he 
declined. 
He said, however, significantly: “I’m 
ordered to protect the English fishermen 
and England’s rights. 
How I will do it I 
don’t know until I get to St. George’s.” 
When the man-of-war left the harbor 
thousands of people cheered tumultuously. 
There is great excitement here, and the 
outcome is awaited with intense anxiety. 


A M URDERO US PL O T . 


A n A m erican M illion aire to H ave B e en 
th e F irst V ictim . 


P a r i s , May 25th.—Police investigations 
into the plot to murder Dr.Cornelius Herz, 
the American millionaire, have already 
revealed a wide-spread conspiracy against 
not only him but a number of other rich 
foreigners. He was to have been the first 
victim. 
. 
Dr. Herz will be well remembered in 
San Francisco, as formerly for several years 
a prominent member of the Board of 
Health of that city. He also established 
electrical works, and did much to develop 
the use of electricity in the arts. 
He was 
for a time chief physician of the Mount 
Sicai Jewish Hosnital in New York. He 
represented the United States at the Con­ 
gress of Electriciaus here in 13SI, and was 
the founder aud chief promoter of the In­ 
ternational Electrical Exhibition. 
Sffice 
that time he has been associated with the 
Rothschilds in numerous electric tactories, 
railroads and other enterprises. 
Dr. Herz was one of General Boulanger’s 
warmest iriends during the latter’s career 
as Minister of War, and he is a close friend 
of President Carnot and of nearly every im­ 
portant public man in France. 
He is a naturalized American citizen, 
aud persistently refuses to alienate himself 
from the United States. He was at one 
time offered a cabinet portfolio as Minis­ 
ter of Posts and Telegraphs if he would 
only become a French citizen, but de­ 
clined. He rather prides himself on his 
American citizenship, and declares that he 
will one day return to the United States to 
live, making his home probably in San 
F r a n c i s c o . _________ 


F R A N C E A N D GERM ANY. 


S om e S ta tem en ts by S tatesm en in R egard 
to tb e G erm an W ar. 
P a r is, May 25th.—The Due de Broglie 
discredits Prince Bismarck's assertions to 
the effect that Germany will not attack 
France in any circumstances if left to her 
own initiative in her relations with this 
country. 
He declares that at the time 
when he was himself in office, in 1873, as 
Premier of the Cabinet under the Presi­ 
dency of Marshal McMahon, Bismarck de­ 
signed to inaugurate a new war, attacking 
France while she was still weak and almost 
helpless from the late misfortunes. 
The 
object of the proposed war was, as the Iron 
Chancellor intended, to render France for­ 
ever impotent as a political and warlike 
power in Europe. 
Bismarck, he says, was 
prevented from carrying out the idea at the 
time by his want of confidence in the alli­ 
ances of Germany with other strong Pow­ 
ers of the continent. 
Another ex-Minister, who was in the 
Government at the same time as the Due 
de Broglie, likewise accuses Bismarck of 
inciting the Kaiser and the German Gov­ 
ernment to another war upon France in 
1875 and again in 1837. 
A pamphlet written by Deputy M. Ca­ 
mille Dreyfus is exciting a great deal of 
lively discussion all over the continent. 
The writer advocates thb idea that the time 
is now ripe for Frasee to renounce the 
treaty of Frankfort, which she was com­ 
pelled te sign as a result of the peace at 


Versailles after the Franco-Prussian war, 
and he declares that France should now 
offer Germany war if she persists in main­ 
taining the treaty. M. Dreyfus argues that 
France would now be able to defeat tier- 
many if Russia will only stand by her 
without interfering aggressively and" will 
hold off Austria and Italy ail'd prevent 
those Powers giving active assistance.

W ashpw gton, May 25th. —The Senate 
Committee 
on 
Public 
Buildings 
ami 
Grounds yesterday agreed to report favor­ 
ably on Monday a bill providing for a tiflv- 
thousand-dollar public building at Ala­ 
meda. 
Senator Stanford has consummated all 
his arrangements to sail for Europe next 
Wednesday, having secured passage aboard 
the Teutonic. He will remain at Kissen- 
gen, Germany, as long as the doctor may 
prescribe. When seen last night bv a re­ 
porter he complained of suffering greatly 
with muscular rheumatism, and said : 
“My legs seem to be sleepy, and I find it 
very hard to getaround well. Mvphvsician 
tells me I have malaria. This climate does- 
not seem t« agree with me, and I shall trv 
to become perfectly cured before I return 
to America. The usual course of treatment 
given is from five to six weeks. 1 do not 
expect to do a great deal of traveling, but 
will rest as much as possible. Mv return 
passage has been engaged on the Majestic 
for October 17th.” 
Congressman Morrow and family have 
gone to Philadelphia to spend a few days. 
Dr. Charles A. Ruggles of Stockton, an 
active member of the Board of Health, is 
in Washington to confer witli the Surgeon- 
General upon some sanitarv and othe* 
matters of importance to California. 
A flood of letters having been showered 
upon the Democratic members of the Cali­ 
fornia delegation to protest against the re­ 
moval of Postmaster Smith of Stockton 
before his term of office expires, these gen­ 
tlemen called in a body upon Senator 
Stanford to-day and exacted a promise that 
no change should be made in that direction 
until the present incumbent had enjoyed 
the felicity of his whole four years. 


T h e Story o f an 01(1 S ch oon er, 
The oldest wooden vessel afloat to-ilay 
is the schooner Polly, of Owle’s Head, 
Maine, owned by Louis Arey, and she lias 
a romantic story to tell, says the Lewiston 
Journal. She is a heroine of the war of 
1812, and did valiant service as a pri­ 
vateer. 
She was built 
at Amesbury, 
Mass., in 1804, for the West Indian trade, 
and proved a very fast sailer. 
When the 
war of 1812 broke out the Polly was 
among the first to he fitted out as "a pri­ 
vateer. 
Her decks were altered somewhat 
to accommodate her crew, over 100 men 
all told. 
She was under command of 
Captain Handy, than whom no better 
seaman could be found in Eastern waters. 
The officers and crew, like the Captain, 
were all thorough seamen, having spent 
the greater portion of their lives upon the 
water. Born, as it were, without fear, but 
not reckless, for perfect discipline pre­ 
vailed, they formed a most determined 
band. The armament of the Polly con­ 
sisted of one long Tom and a dozen or more 
lighter guns, not to speak of a large sup­ 
ply of small arms, cutlasses, etc. At the 
close of the tvar she once more entered- 
the coasting trade, making occasional trips 
to the West Indies. 
Although her own­ 
ers Yvere changed many times, her business 
—rather should it he said her mission— 
has remained the same. 
Eighty-six years 
she has plowed the main, but age seems to 
have dealt lightly with her.

Probably the remainder of the river and 
harbor appropriation bill will be disposed 
of by the House to-morrow. 
The conference on the anti-trust bill may 
be presented early in the week, and will 
doubtless give rise to much debate, as the 
report is unacceptable to some Democrats.

S ecreta ry P ro cto r D o es N o t F a v o r A n gel 
Isla n d a s a Site. 
W ashington, May 25th.—In response to 
resolutions by the Board of Health and 
Board of Supervisors of San Francisco, 
asking that Angel island be converted into 
a site for a small pox hospital, and which 
Morrow presented at the department, Sec­ 
retary Proctor has written the following: 
“Upon reference to the commanding 
General of the Department of the Pacific, 
the latter reports that Angel island isa 
very important station from the fact that a 
large garrison is stationed there for artil­ 
lery, and it is the right tlank of the only 
torpedo system in the San Francisco har­ 
bor. 
In future military and naval institu­ 
tions will be established on the Pacific 
coast, also schools. 
The 
commanding 
General of the Department of the Pacific 
therefore hopes tbe authorities will oppose 
the efforts to convey Angel island into a 
pest-house, small-pox hospitals and like 
asylums. 
General Miles' views are also 
shared by the Major-General commanding 
the army.” 


Efeorxnotts A p p ro p ria tio n s . 
W a sh in g to n , May 25th.—The conserva­ 
tive members of Congress are beginning to 
feel uneasy over the enormous appropria­ 
tions pending and contemplated, aggregat­ 
ing over $500,000,000 for tfie fiscal year of 
1891. The Secretary of tbe Treasury is es­ 
timated to place the revenues, from all 
sources, at $450,000,000. If these estimates 
of appropriations and revenues are correct, 
a deficit of over $100,000,000 will occur at 
the end of the fiscal year of 1891. 
The President is said to be very much 
dissatisfied with the lavish appropriations. 
It is feared he will veto the river and har­ 
bor bill, as well as numerous public build­ 
ing bills.

W a s h i n g t o n , May 25th.—Secretary Win- 
dom said yesterday that he would call 
a meeting for Monday next at his office, in 
the Treasury, for the consideration of the 
San Francisco Postcffiee site question. He 
hopes to have present both the Postmaster- 
General and the Attorney-General, as well 
as such members of the California Con­ 
gressional delegation as have any sugges­ 
tion to offer on the subject.

IMPROVEMENT IN 
EXTINGUISHING 
FIRES. 
.San Francisco has just received a 
chemical fire-engine, and the test to which 
it has been subjected entirely satisfied the 
Fire Department of its high efficiency. It 
is somewhat surprising that a city of the 
importance of the California metropolis 
should have so long delayed procuring one 
of these approved devices for extinguish­ 
ing fires. 
As a matter of fact the chemical engines 
are far more economical than the ordinary 
steam fire-engines, because of the saving in 
fuel, the light weight of the machines, and 
the fact that they use but one gallon of 
water to forty thrown by the steam fire- 
engine. For blind fires—those within 
walls or in cellars, and where explosives 
oils and paints are stored, wool, close- 
packed cottons, hay in hulk or bale, and 
similar goods are packed—the chemical 
engine is infinitely superior to the old style. 
By the introduction of gases with water, 
that are antagonistic to combustion, they 
smother and extinguish fires that floods of 
water would scarcely check. There is 
thus a great saving to the owners of prop- 
eitv in which fires are discovered, for a lire 
may break out in a room, and by closing 
the apartment and thrusting through the 
w d lor panels the metallic nozzle of the 
chemical engine’s hose, the fire can he 
(pieuched without flooding the whole house 
or greatly wetting the goods in the room. 
IVhereas, under the present system, the 
very act of breaking in to get at the fire, 
tends to create draughts and encourage the 
spread of the flames. 
At the time of the disastrous fire 011 Sec­ 
ond street in a paint and oil house, a few 
weeks ago, in this city, the need for a 
chemical engine was apparent. That was 
a fire which water from the ordinary fire- 
engine could not reach for a long time. 
For half an hour it was “blind,” within 
close rooms, and giving no evidence of its 
seat. But with a chemical engine no great 
difficulty would have been encountered in 
keeping the fire within narrow confines, 
and finally in smothering it completelv. 
The K ecord-L xiox at ilic time suggested 
that the city should j>o.ssess some such 
apparatus. 
if, as is claimed, it is economic all 
around and a greater property saver than 
the water engines, it would he wise to in­ 
vest in one of these machines, since the in­ 
vestment will tend to reduce the loss at 
fires iu large structures and within brick 
walls, and at the same time lessen the ex­ 
pense of department maintenance. Boston 
has ten of these new machines, Chicago 
six or seven, aud nearly all prominent 
cities of the East two, three, or more. It 
is, indeed, now said that about GO j>ercent. 
of the fires in Eastern cities where the 
chemical engine is used, are extinguished 
by the use of such apparatus. There are a 
number of patterns and kinds of these ma­ 
chines, and cities therefore have their 
pick, and are not exposed to the whim or 
monopoly of a single manufacturer. 
CRIPPLED BY AN EPIGRAM. 
If any one were to declare that it is pos­ 
sible to cripple or kill a town with an 
epigram, most likely he would he laughed 
at. But it is possible, and the experience 
of a Massachusetts town is in point. Very 
many years ago, a combination of untortu- 
nate circumstances, coupled with a lack 
of public-spirited action on the part of the 
people, led some one to speak of the town 
as “dead.” Presently when it was desired 
to express lack of vitality in any thing it 
became customary to say it was “dead as 
Chelsea.” That comparison once made 
adhered to public thought, and though 
Chelsea soon shook ofl' its lethargy and be­ 
came a thriving city, it lias never been 
able to shake oft' the epigram, and as 
“Dead as Chelsea” continues to be the ac­ 
cepted form throughout Massachusetts of 
expressing stagnation and want of vim 
and push and public spirit. 
Now come the citizens of Chelsea and 
in an extended petition to the legislature 
of that Slate, ask for the passage of an 
Act emancipating them from the old name 
that was conferred upou the place in 1630, 
and related to which are some of the most 
interesting events of American history. 
They recite in the petition that the little 
city of some 25,000 jieople is willing to be 
called by any other name under the possi­ 
bilities of the English tongue than Chel­ 
sea, simply becouse the cruelty of custom 
inseparably associates the good old name 
with dullness on account of the unfortu­ 
nate epigram of sixty years ago. They 
declare that this “witticism" cripples 
their industries, gives the people abroad 
a wrong impression concerning the vigor 
of the town, depreciates real estate values, 
and occasions personal discomfort and 
municipal embarrassment. 
The Legislature should grant the peti­ 
tion of the Chelseaites, and thus make 


T h e R ecord-Union a few days ago 
pointed out the uselessness, danger and 
unsightliness of the post awnings upon the 
business streets of this city. Since then 
general commendation of the R ecord- 
U n ion’s expression in favor of their total 
abolition, and the substitution, instead, of 
the canopy or metallic folding-screen awn­ 
ings, has been made. So strong is the sen­ 
timent in this community that the post 
awnings should go that the authorities 
have felt its influence, and it Las inspired 
them into commendable activity in con­ 
demning the old awnings and in pulling 
them down where owners refuse or neglect 
to do so. Let the officials continue to be 
courageous iu this direction. If they do 
their full duty they will level the whole 
line of post awnings from one end to the 
other of J and K and the cross streets, ex­ 
cepting perhaps half a dozen, since it is 
capable of demonstration by any compe­ 
tent builder that all the others are worthy 
of condemnation, being insecure traps for 
firemen and threats to pedestrians. The 
watchword should be from this time for­ 
ward : “Down with post awnings.” Under 
that banner it will be possible, if the cour­ 
age of the officers holds out, to work won­ 
derful improvement in the appearance of 
the business streets. 


T h e San Francisco Bulletin says: 
Justice Miller of the Supreme Court writes a 
letter to explain that under the Federal Consti­ 
tution he had no choice but to concur iu the 
•'Original Package’ decision. Y'et some mem­ 
bers of Congress propose to correct the matter by 
an Act of Congress. That would simply render 
it necessary for the Supreme Court to declare 
tbe Act unconstitutional the first time the ques­ 
tion came up. 
This conclusion is error. The Constitu­ 
tion relegates the regulation of interstate 
commerce to Congress; under the enact­ 
ments Congress has made the Supreme 
Court could not hold otherwise than it 
did, and that is all that Justice Miller 
meant to say, or does say. But in the 
opinion in which he joined it Ls specially, 
and we must conclude purposefully, pointed 
out that Congress has the power to relieve 
the States, if it deems it wise so to do, 
from the regulation regarding any specific 
importation prohibited by local laws. But 
it is very doubtful if it would lie wise to 
grant any such privilege, since relaxation 
to that extent would open the door for 
breaking down the right along the whole 
line, that every citizens enjoys, to sell and 
deliver lawful goods to the citizens of 
other States. 
' 


A S an D iego editor wrote disrespect­ 
fully of the courage of Mexican officers. 
Thereupon Colonel Ferrer, late of the 
Eleventh Cavalry of Durango, issues a 
challenge to Editor Smith, brands him as 
a libeller and proposes to fight him with 
pistols, swords or fists, as Smith may 
choose. Fists, by all means, gentlemen ; it 
is the less dangerous method and in keep­ 
ing with the spirit of the times. Unques­ 
tionably one of the athletic clubs of San 
Francisco can be induced to manage the 
affair, and make a pretty profit out of it. 
But, seriously, the insult was gross and 
unamerican. Colonel Ferrer should ig­ 
nore it. 
Mexican gallantry in arms will 
not be affected by border newspaper squibs. 


T h e Turkish officers and students who 
were so smitten by the beauty of Russian 
ladies that they could not resist the temp­ 
tation to pay homage to their charms by 
kissing them on the street against their 
will, have been sharply dealt with. They 
have indeed found out how costly are 
stolen sweets—they have been sentenced 
to six months imprisonment and life ban­ 
ishment. 
The graceful thing for the 
ladies to do would be to solicit from the 
Porte the pardon of the offenders, now 
that they have been publicly disgraced. 
I or Russian honor has been satisfied, and 
the office of mercy by the fair Russian 
women, if assumed by them, would make 
them admired the world over. 


T h e San Francisco Alta, commenting 
up011 the Arnold case, well says that “the 
fast-extending harm” of resorting to the 
sympathies and chivalry of jurors to re­ 
dress wrongs for libel and blackmail, by 
excusing those who avenge themselves for 
that for which the law does not pro­ 
vide adequate 
punishment, 
has its 
source in “that sensational journalism 
which turns the newspaper into 
a 
cart for collecting moral garbage.” 
J nst 
what moral garbage may be is not 
clear; but if the Alta’s expression is 
not proof against critical analysis, it is at 
least forcible and aimed unerringly in the 
right direction. 


I t is to be hoped that the Chicago po­ 
lice will lie able to ferret out the scoun­ 
drels who attempted to blow up the Hay- 
market monument, standing in a crowded 
thoroughfare, to the police officers mur­ 
dered by anarchists. 
The failure to un­ 
earth the assassins will encourage them to 
a renewal of their infamous effort to de­ 
stroy hundreds of innocent lives and a 
vast amount of property. Of course an­ 
archists alone are guilty; no one else 
would have sufficient motive, nor anyone 
else sufficient bloodthirstiness to engage in 
such a dialiolical scheme.

This 
filly is a half-sister lo Annie Almont, by 
Tilton Almont (2:25), which I sold to B. 
C. Holly of Vallejo for $800. 
“The little youngster, so Mr. Woodard 
tells me, is a handsome colt. She is by 
Wilber F. Smith’s Calabar colt (standard- 
bred). He was bred by Wm. Corbett of the 
San Mateo Stock Farm, and is by Gny 
Wilkes (2:151), and one of Guy’s best-bred 
sons. His first dam is by Sultan (2:24), 
sire of Stamboul (2:121), which sold for 
$55,000. On the Wilkes side is Axtell 
(2:12), which sold for $105,000. 
“Calabar was 2 years old when six mares 
were bred to him belonging to Dr. Pink- 
ham, E. I. Robinson and others. This colt 
went East some months ago. and 1 am so 
far the only man that has a colt by him. 
If nothing happens to my filly I will show 
her at the State Fair this year (1890) to the 
breeders and lovers of gilt-edge standard- 
bred trotters.”

One of the most notable figures on East­ 
ern tracks this season, says the New York 
Spirit, will be Orrin A. Hickok. and it is 
safe to say that he and Palo Alto’s cele­ 
brated trainer, Charles Marvin, will divide 
the honors and will be as great attractions 
as the strong stables which they will bring 
with them.

A correspondent of the Breeder and 
Sportsman, writing from Terre Haute, Ind., 
says: “ The Palo Alto string occupies one 
entire side of one of the barns, while the 
Hickok string, with the necessary feed 
stalls, occupies the other side of the barn; 
the other large building is occupied in its 
entirety by Budd Doble, who has an over­ 
flow, in addition to the twenty-four large 
stalls which he uses. Budd is a big favorite 
with gentlemen who own trotting horses, 
and that he is a great trainer and pilot can­ 
not be gainsaid. However, he could not 
be otherwise, as he has a good pedigree 
and is well bred. I almost wish that the 
managers of your California race tracks 
could see the way things are managed 
here; everything is in tip-top shape, and 
every convenience for horses and horse­ 
men are at hand. I take it that the guid­ 
ing spirit here is Mr. Ijams, one of the 
owners of the great Axtell, as he is con­ 
stantly on the lookout to see that the 
trainers and drivers are satisfied. There 
are here now probably 350 horses, all of 
whom are being worked when the track 
will permit of it, and more are coming in 
everyday.”

A BEAUTIFUL S KB VICE. 
Confirmation According to the Hebraic 
Ritual—Word* for Alt Children. 
Yesterday was the Feast of Penticost ac­ 
cording to the Jewish calendar, or the an­ 
niversary of the delivery of the laws*. It 
was celebrated by the congregation B’nai 
Israel at 10 in the morning, the service be­ 
ing the order of confirmation. 
The synagogue was richly adorned with 
flowers, evergreen plants and floral de­ 
vices. A large congregation was present. 
The exercises were very interesting 
thronghont. A large special choir was di­ 
rected by W. H. Kinross, and among the 
selections rendered was Mendelsshon’s “I 
Waited for the Lord.” 
The confirmante were Ida Landau, who 
pronounced the opening prayer and deliv­ 
ered the address to the class: Esther Na­ 
than, who made the offering of flowers, the 
first fruits of spring, and pronounced the 
closing prayer; Isidor Morris, who recited 
the confession of faith; Leon Morris, who 
1 made the address to the congregation: Irvin 
Nathan, who delivered the address to 
parents. 
Rabbi Levy preached tbe confirmation 
sermon, a clear, concise and strong defense 
of liberty of conscience, and a touching ap­ 
peal to the children to bonor their parents, 
love and serve God, to prove loyal to the 
American principle, obedient to the laws 
and steadfastly patriotic in their love for 
the flag of the nation. A few passages 
from the eloquent address are so rich in 
counsel to all youth that they must be 
printed: 
“In this audience there are at least ten 
people, vour own loving parents, whose hearts 
and probably whose eyes are full on this occa­ 
sion. They alone can appreciate what have 
been their struggles to make you happy; they 
atone know how they have striven to protect 
and guard you: how they have clung to life 
only to be of use to you. Do not your hearts 
yearn to repay them, in some small degree, for 
the sacrifices they have made for your sake ? 
Do you not feel a desire to aflord some satisfac­ 
tion and delight to those fond aud loving 
parents, whose toiling and striving is wholly 
for you? Well, if you have the will, you have 
also the power. 
“You will fully repay them by loving obedi­ 
ence; by making them your confidants; bv ask­ 
ing youiself, when about to fall into temptation. 
‘What would mother say if she were here .” 
You will repay them by honestly trying to over­ 
come your obstinacy, to govern your temper, to 
promote harmony, good will and affection in 
your family.

* This is the seed­ 
time of your life, and later on you will reap as 
you sow. If your youth be idled away, it vou 
can think of nothing but pleasure-taking: if 
your ideas of happiness are mixed up with pas­ 
times that are mean, low and despicable, your 
early manhood and womanhood will be con- 
temptib'e and old age will be miserable. If the 
beginning of life is spint in vanity, its end must 
be vexation of spirit. 
“Pleasure is the rock upon which many a 
young life has been split. 1 ask you, uav I beg 
you, to abstain so that you may enjoy. Give up 
a little of the frivolities oi youth and strive to 
become more manly aud more womanly than 
the senseless child whose only happiness is 
connected with running on the streets. * * * 
Head and study, as well as play aDd enjoy; be 
gentlemanly and ladylike in your bearing to- 
waid others: then it will be said of vou : 
’Blessed be the parents who trained you; 
blessed be the instructor who taught vou: 
blessed be the religion that claims you.’ ” ’

WAS IT URDES ? 


A MAN FOUND FATALLY WOUNDED AT 
THE NORTH LEVEE. 


The Case is Wrapped in Mystery—The 
Victim Dies at the Receiving 


Hospital. 


The police have a mystery to unravel 
now, which will tax their abilities to the 
utmost. 
It is another case of murder in all proba­ 
bility. 
A telephone message to the station house 
Yesterday morning about 9 o’clock an- 
noun ced that a man had been shot near 
the beet sugar factory on the north levee. 
Chief of Police Drew immediately dis­ 
patched officer Farrell to the scene, with 
instructions to bring the wounded man to 
the Iieceiving Hospital, and, if possible, 
arrest the shooter or shooters, as the case 
might be. 
Officer Farrell hurried out to the levee, 
but observed nothing unusual. He searched 
about the neighborhood from McCarthy’s 
ranch to the sugar factory for some time 
without discovering anything, and was 
about to give up and return to town, when 
Deputy Sheriff M. Sullivan hailed him. 
The latter had just emergea trom a little 
tumble-down shanty, about a block this 
side of the levee, and shouted, “Here he 
is.’- When the officer came up" with Mr. 
8ullivan, the latter took him to the shanty 
and pointed to a prostrate form which lay 
just outside the door. It was the form of 
a roughly-clad man. apparently about 50 
years of age, of medium stature. He was 
breathing laboiedly and was evidently in 
great pain. A pool of blood surrounded 
the spot where he lay, which was constant­ 
ly being added to from a wound in the 
man s head and another in the region of 
the stomach. 
Officer Farrell and Deputy Sullivan 
questioned the man in regard to the man­ 
ner in which he received his injuries, but 
he was strangely reticent, and declined at 
first to tell anything at all. The officers 
persisted, however, and finally succeeded 
in getting a statement, such as it was, from 
the wounded man. 
A QUEER STOBY. 
He said his name was Edward Goodwin, 
and had arrived from San Francisco on 
Saturday. On Saturday evening he went 
out to the levee and hid his blankets in the 
brush near the railroad track. In one of 
the freight cars standing near by were two 
men—one a large man, who looked like a 
Swede, aud the other a slightly-built man 
about 35 years old. The Swede saw him 
hide the blankets, but did not say anything. 
Goodwin then returned to town and the 
next day went out for his blankets, intend­ 
ing to tramp it to Roseville. The blankets, 
however, were not there, and he im­ 
mediately suspected that the Swede 
or bis companion had taken them. Going 
to the freight car he found the two men 
aud accused the Swede. The latter said 
.that the river must have risen and carried 
off the blankets. Goodwin scoffed at this, 
he said, and then started to search the car. 
Before he could do so, though, the big 
Swede took something from his pocket 
which resembled a small pair of bellows 
and aimed it at his (Goodwin’s) face. A 
second later his eyes—or rather his eye, as 
the wounded man’s left eye was sightless— 
were filled with red pepper. Blinded 
though he was, he grappled with the burly 
6wede and struck him. The latter then 
turned and ran, with Goodwin after him. 
Goodwin gained on him and had almost 
overtaken him, when the Swede suddenly 
turned, and, drawing a revolver, fired five 
shots at him. One struck him in the abdo­ 
men, another flattened itself against the 
left side of his head, and a third grazed his 
right cheek, just below the eye. Goodwin 
said he then fell, and the Swede and his 
companion gathered up their traps and 
started off up the railroad track. He man­ 
aged to crawl to the shanty where he was 
found by the officers, and becoming ex­ 
hausted could go no further. 
ooodwik’s singular actions. 
When the wounded man had concluded 
his peculiar story the officers drew off and 
held a conference. It was agreed that 
Deputy Sullivan should scour the neigh­ 
borhood for the Swede and his companion, 
while officer Farrell would see to taking 
the injured man to the Receiving Hospital. 
Deputy Sullivan started off in the direc­ 
tion of the grant, accompanied by a couple 
of citizens who had arrived on the scene, 
while the police officer departed for a con­ 
veyance. When he returned Goodwin pro­ 
tested vigorously againstbeing taken to the 
Receiving Hospital. He wanted to be left 
alone, he said, and did not want to have 
anything to do with the police. Officer 
Farrell suggested that his wounds might 
be serious, and medical attendance would 
be necessary. 
Still Goodwin did not want to go. He 
said he would prefer to stay where he was 
and die rather than go to the Police Station. 
But officer Farrell put an end to further 
parley by picking Goodwin up bodily and 
placing him in the wagon. Even on the 
way down the wounded man begged that 
he be let go. 
City Physician Nichols wassent for when 
the party arrived at the Receiving Hos­ 
pital, shortly alter noon, and one glance at 
the man s wounds satisfied him that they 
—or at ¡east one of them—were fatal. He 
probed for the bullet and did everything in 
his power to stay dissolution, but in vain. 
The maD was dying. 
Chief of Police Drew requested thedying 
man for further particulars regarding the 
shooting, but elicited nothing further than 
what had been told Sullivan and Farrell. 
Goodwin said be bad relatives liviDg, but 
declined to say who or where they were. 
City Attorney Hart and Police Judge 
Buckley were sent for, and they endeavored 
to induce Goodwin to tell more, but he ab­ 
solutely refused. He also refused to allow 
a priest to be sent for, and seemed to have 
little fear or concern regarding his ap­ 
proaching death. 
TWO SySPECTi ARRESTED. 
8hortly after :> o’clock in the afternoon, a 
high covered wagon rattled up to the hos 
pital, and from it emerged Deputy Sheriff 
Sullivan accompanied by a heavy set Swede 
carrying a roll of blankets, and another 
man of slighter build. 
Both tallied wonderfully with the de­ 
scription given by Goodwin of the men he 
had trouble with, more particularly the 
Swede. 
Deputy Sullivan was elated with his 
aucceas in capturing them, and hurriedly 
told the other officers how he had over­ 
hauled them on the Grant. 
The Swede was then escorted into the 
operating room of the hospital and to 
Goodwin’s bedside. 
“Did you ever see this man before? 
asked Jailer Frank Rider, pointing to the 
Swede. 
HMl 
Goodwin and the newcomer gazed at 
each other steadily for several seconds, and 
then the former turned bis head away, and 
quietlv informed the officials that it “was 
not the man.” 
An exclamation of surprise burst in­ 
voluntarily from the officers’ lips. 
Mr. Sullivan explained that bad learned 
that these two men were the only ones 
who had crossed the bridge on to the 
Grant during the morning, and that they 
came from down the railroad track. He 
also referred to their tallying with the de 
acription given by Gooawin. 
But Goodwin shook his head and reit­ 
erated that "he was not the man .” and of 
course the officers could go no further. 
The Swede's companion was also brought 
before the dying man, bat he declared tnat 
he did not know him either. 
Chief Drew took the men into his private 
office and questioned them closely, but they 
denied all knowledge of the shooting, and 
maintained that they had never seen Good­ 
win before. 
As he had nothing substantial upon 
which to bold the men, Chief Drew allowed 
them to depart. 
GOODWIN PIES. 
The wounded man retained conscious 
ness for fallv half an hour after the inspec­ 
tion of the suspects, but at the end of that 
time he began to sink rapidly and lost con­ 
sciousness.

He died at 4:30 o clock. 
, 4. , 
The Coroner was notihed, and that 
official took charge of the remains. An 
inquest will probably be held this evening. 
n was learned that tne deceased was a 
native of “ w York, aged 52 years but be­ 
yond this little is known of him. His face

familiar to the police, and several of 
th. officers say they have reason to believe 
lu 'firfZ L A CTOok. His strange actions 
and remarkable reticence help to bear out 
thrir opinion, bnt also tended to make the 


they had hidden their booty near the levee 
and went out yesterday morning to get it; 
that they quarreled over the division, aud 
that in the light Goodwin was shot. 
Another theory is that Goodwin was 
shot by some one whom he had attempted 
to rob or whose house he had entered. 
Goodwin, before he died, said that the 
shooting took place early in the morning, 
and it is set forth as reasonable to believe 
that it might have taken place during the 
night, as Goodwin positively refused totell 
where he had been Saturday night after 12 
o’clock. Before that hour he said he had 
attended a prize-fight at a variety theater. 
Added to all this, no one could be found 
yesterday in the neighborhood of the beet- 
sugar factory who heard the shooting. The 
police only learned of the man’s condition 
through the Sheriff's office, and the Sheriff 
learned of it through a boy who happened 
to pass the shanty where Goodwin lay, and 
had observed him. 
Sheriff McMullen and Deputy Sullivan 
started out after notifying the police—the 
Sheriff going over in the vicinity of 
Brighton, in the hope of hearing of the 
murderer or murderers, while Sullivan re­ 
paired to the neighborhood in which officer 
Farrell found him. 
THE SHEBIFF’S SUSPECT. 
Sheriff McMullen, accompanied by 
Deputy Eagan, drove around the suburbs 
during the afternoon, and were rewarded 
by coming on the trail of what they con­ 
cluded must be the Swede described by 
Goodwin. They followed him around un­ 
til they finally overtook him at Brighton. 
True, he answered the description in sev­ 
eral respects, but upon investigation they 
found he was not a Swede, but to the con­ 
trary, was an honest, harmless farmer boy 
who was seeking employment. He had been 
just engaged to work on Mrs. Carroll's place 
when they arrived. He gave a straight ac­ 
count of himself and of his movements 
since yesterday, and in consequence was 
not bothered by the officers. 
Outside of this individual the Sheriff 
could learn of no one answering the de­ 
scription given by Goodwin who had been 
in that neighborhood either Saturday or 
yesterday. 
At last accounts last night nothing new 
had developed in the case, and there were 
no prospects that there would be any, al­ 
though the police will continue their in­ 
vestigations.

Funeral or Mrs. Lucy L. Arnold—An In­ 
teresting Ceremony. 
The funeral of Mrs. Lucy L. Arnold, 
whose death recently occurred at the home 
of her sister, Mrs. General Williams, iu 
Washington, took place yesterday afternoon 
from the residence of her brother, A. L. 
Upson, at 1010 F street. Only relatives 
and a few of the more intimate friends of 
the deceased lady were present, the cere­ 
mony being private. 
The funeral address was delivered by 
Rev. W. C. Merrill, the officiating clergy­ 
man, and was an eloquent and touching 
tribute to the life and character of a noble 
woman—one who was beloved from child­ 
hood by all that knew her. Choice musi­ 
cal selections were rendered during the 
services at the house and also at the ceme­ 
tery, by a male quartet composed of W. H. 
Kinross, H. W. Carroll, Dr. T. C. Milliken 
aud Wm. Cohn, with Mrs. Kinross as ac­ 
companist.

There was no 
mound of earth by the side of this floral 
receptacle to mar its beauty and cheerful­ 
ness; and when the casket was laid in 
place the “protector" rose gently to its 
place and obscured the grave with its bed 
of flowers. 
Then, instead of the customary bare 
wooden headboard, there was placed in 
position a large floral piece to represent it, 
made of pure white flowers, with the name 
Lucy” worked in violets. These pieces 
were contributed jointly by Mesdantes 
Charles McCreary, J. T. Glover. G. L. Sim­ 
mons, T. B. Rutherford, S. B. Hnbbard,—. 
Robertson and L. A. Upson. 
All that witnessed the ceremony at the 
grave speak of it as a marked innovation 
upon the asnal custom.

G overnor, veto any bill authorizing non- 
taxable bonds, and w ill not sign such bills, 
as P eonoyer says he did, w ithout know ing 
w hat they contained. 
H e spoke rapidly in an off-hand m anner 
for m ore th an an hour, h ittin g the n ail on 
th e head every tim e, and provoking great 
and frequent applause.

H ayes, o f P hiladelphia, now sojourning in 
Los A ngeles, werp on a visit to George 
P rid b am s, a prom inent cattlem an of this 
section, and were riding through th e can­ 
yon. w hen a volley w as tired at them from 
am bush, w hich instantly killed Mr. H ardie 
and sh o t Dr. H ayne’s horse from under 
him . 
T he latter secured K ard ie’s horse 
and escaped 
T he n um ber oi iu d ian s in th e band can­ 
not be estim ated, as after the first volley 
no thing hut single firing was kept up for a 
w hile, but there can be no doubt of th eir 
being Indians, as Dr. H aynes‘.poaitively)as- 
serts th at he saw one at not over forty feet 
distant, and was close enough to discover 
the w rinkles in his face. 
G reat concern is felt for fam ilies and peo-

le in th is vicinity, aud indignation ru n 3 
igh against the m ili ary authorities, who. 
in th e fBce o f these constant outrages and

L’AM IDES LOIS. 


T he P o w er 
of th e Stage D uring th e 
F ren ch R evolution. 
On tbe 2d of January 1793. a really re­ 
markable piece, called “L’Ami des Luis,” 
was represented for the first time at the 
Theatre Franca is. This piece is, dramat­ 
ically .-peaking, very uninteresting, but it 
is curious on account of the proofs of mod­ 
eration which il contains. 
The Momtewr 
Uniter-■/of January 4th praised it in the 
highest terms, and “hopes that it will have 
immense success and be performed in every 
city in France, for it is full of honest aud 
noble principles and sentiments.” How­ 
ever, it saw only lour performances, for it 
was denounced as anti-revolutionary in 
several of the clubs, and the Commune 
issued an order prohibiting it. On the 
the 12th of January the theater was filled 
to suffocation with people who noisily in­ 
sisted ujon tbe suppressed piece being per­ 
formed. Sauterre happened to be present, 
and the crowd howled “Down wiih San- 
lerre! 
We want the play—we will have 
the play !” 
Sauterre was furious, rushed 
from the house and denounced the specta­ 
tors, declaring that he perceived among 
them a number of emigrants. On this 
Chambón, the Mayor of Paris, presented 
himself aud ordered the theater to be 
cleared, which was done, and a good many 
people were arrested. 
Later on in the 
evening, in order to calm the excitement, 
the flay was permitted to proceed, amid 


universal and prolonged applause. On the 
following day “Sermiramis” was given. 
Between acts the spectators demanded 
f‘L’Ami des Lois.” 
Dazincourt advanced 
to the footlights and implored them not to 
insist upon the performance of a play 
which m ight im peril his safety and that of 
his comrades. 
The people were reason­ 
able enough, but absolutely refused to be 
satisfied until Dazincourt had promised 
them to produce the play on the following 
14th of January, by which time, however, 
Sauterre had won the day, and “L’A m ides 
Lois” was never seen again in Paris until 
the 6th of January, 1795, when it fell Hat. 
The revolution was over, and the play was 
essentially une piece <Pactualilc. 
“ Le Judgm ent Dernier des Rois,” by 
Sylvain Marechal, was represented for the 
first tim e at the Theatre de la Republique 
on the 18th of October, 1793—two days 
after the death of M arie A ntoinette—be­ 
fore an enormous audience, and attained 
an enthusiastic reception. 
In this play 
figured almost all the KiDgs and Queens 
of Europe then living, including, of course, 
the Pope. 
T he Pope was enacted by 
Dugazon, the Czarina by Michot, the Em ­ 
peror by Ramont, the K ing of Spain by 
Baptiste le Jeune, and the K ing of Poland 
by Grand-M esnil. 
A ll the 
European 
sovereigns are banished to a lonely island, 
presided over 
by an old Frenchm an, 
played by Monvel, and a horde of savages 
of all ages. 
The old gentleman has been 
for a very long time in exile, and he is un­ 
aware of all that has transpired during his 
absence from his native land. 
H e is pres­ 
ently enlightened by the apparition of the 
banished Kings and Queens, who land on 
the island, accompanied by the Pope. 
They have been exiled, and some notion 
of the state in which they are is conveyed 
by the K ing of Spain. 
“A h !” cries he, 
“mv excellent cousin, Louis X V I., you are 
much better off than we a re ! 
You have 
lost your head, but we have retained our 
stom achs! 
You do not want for anything, 
but here we are dying of starvation.” 
Ou 
this C atharine II. of Russia invites any 
one of the monarchs to follow her into 
the cave, where she intends to pass the 
night. 
They insult her by asking her to 
look at herself in the placid waters of a 
stream, and ask if anybody would not be 
afraid to take a meal w ith such a vielle 
catau, as the K ing of Poland calls her. 
Presently the hum iliations and adventures 
of the uncrowded sovereigns are brought 
to an end by a volcanic eruption, which 
overwhelms them in 
streams of lava. 
T heir disappearance, on the night of the 
first performance of the play, was consid­ 
ered so intensely dram atic th at everybody 
in the theater burst into tears, and Mines. 
Danton and Camille Desmoulins embraced 
th eir husbands in their boxes, amidst the 
cheers of the excited mob.

IRON AND STEEL. 


T h e U nited S tates In d e p en d e n t o f O th er 
C ountries. 


The U nited States may now be said to be 
independent of other countries, both in the 
mining of its ores for steel and iron, and 
also in the manufacture of the finished 
product. 
Heretofore it has been asserted 
and believed th at this country could not 
furnish the required ores for steel, and re­ 
sort has been had to imported ores; but 
the great demand for this imi>ortant m in­ 
eral has stim ulated new researches and 
efforts, which have been crowned with suc­ 
cess. 
The Lake Su|»erior region, for example, 
has been so greatly developed that the 
larger proportion of the supply now comeg 
from that source. 
The outpit of Superior 
ore for 1889 is stated to have been 7,000,­ 
000 tons, and the estimate for 1890 is 
9.000.000 tons, of which 3,000,000 have 
already been sold at an advance of 75 
cents to 81 25 per ton above last year’s 
rates. It is understood the entire products 
will be taken by W estern iron men. 
This 
may make almost an ore famine here in 
the East. 
It is not believed the Cuban 
ores can be supplied in sufficient quantity 
to meet the steel demand of this region. 
There is hope of steel ores in the Southern 
States. 
As f r Spain, its whole product of 
“,500,000 tons is required for England, 
France, Belgium and Germany. All these 
countries depend largely upon foreign im­ 
portation for the best steel ores. 
This 
country alone occupies the satisfactory po­ 
sition of possessing its own steel ore beds. 
Manv of the Southern mines now worked, 
although yielding excellent ores for iron, 
contain too much phosphorus for making 
the best steel. 
It has. however, been as­ 
certained th at by the adoption of the basic 
process, now extensively used in England, 
the iron from most of the Southern coke 
furnaces can be made to yield excellent 
steel. 
The introduction of the basic pro­ 
cess is now in progress at the South, ami 
prospects tor a large production of good 
steel in (lie pear future are cheering. 
In 
addition to this there are mines more re­ 
cently opened that are beginning to fur­ 
nish first-class steel ores. 
The prices of iron and steel have ad­ 
vanced in Europe to a greater extent than 
in this country, and consequently, except 
in tilling back orders, there is at present 
little or no market here for the foreign 
production. 
Americans now have almost 
exclusive possession of the American m ar­ 
ket. 
The great progress which has been made 
in this country in mine development and 
in the manufacture of steel and iron will 
he evident when we consider th at it is but 
a little more than twenty years since the 
manufacture of steel rails was begun in 
this country. 
In 1867 our production of 
steel rails was only 2,250 toms. 
In 1887 it 
was 2,355,000 tons, or double the quantity 
made in England. 
As to pig iron, we are 
now producing in the aggregate about 
8.000.000 tons a year, all of which we con­ 
sume, and England produces about the 
same, of which she ex;>orts much. 
In 
steel production the U nited States is ahead 
of G reat Britain, our production being 
about 3,500,000 tons per annum, against 
3.250.000 tons for England. 
As for iron 
our product is also much larger than th at 
of the royal kingdom, onrs being about 
2.500.000 tons against 1,800,000 tons Eng­ 
lish production.

An O rdinance Proposing a Special Klec- 


tlon a t W hlcli Shall Be Subm itted to 


the Oualified Electors of the City of 


Sacram ento, th e Proposition of Incu- 


rlng lndebtehness for the[Pnrpose of 


Im proving the Streets of the City of 


Sacram ento. 


T 
HE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CITY 
of Sacramento do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It is hereby determined by the 
Board of Trustees of the City of Sacramento that 
the public interest demands the improvement 
of the streets of the city of Sacramento, and 
that to make and carry out said improvement of 
the streets, it will be necessary to incur an in­ 
debtedness or. the part of the city; that tbe im­ 
provement of the streets will promote and ad- 
vacce the interests and comfort ot said city; 
that the estimated cost of such improvement 
will be SltU.lOO; that the m anner of improving 
said streets shall be designated and described 
in an ordinance calling such special election to 
be hereafter published. 
Section 2. It is lurther considered that the 
cost of the improvement of said streets is too 
great to be paid out of the ordinary annual rev­ 
enue and income of the city provided (or such 
purposes. 
Section 3. The Board of Trustees of the city of 
Sacramento shall, alter the publication of this 
ordinance for at least two weeks in the Daily 
Bee, a newspaper published in the city of Sac­ 
ramento, cause to be published au ordinance 
passed in conformity to the provisions of Sec­ 
tion 2 of an Act ot the Legislature of this State, 
entitled au “Act Authorizing the Incurring of 
Indebtedness by Cities, Towns and Municipal 
Corporations, Incorporated Under the Laws of 
this State.” approved March 19. 1889, calling a 
special election and submitting to tbe qualified 
electors of the city of Sacramento the proposi­ 
tion of incurring the indebtedness for the pur­ 
pose set forth in this ordinance. The said ordi­ 
nance so calling the said special election shall 
be published once a day for ten davs in the 
Daily Bee, a newspaper printed and published 
in the said city ol Sacramento, and shall recite 
the purpose ior which the said indebtedness is
